WOMAN SUFFRAGE UPHELD 


Supreme Court' Declares The 19th 


Amendment is Constitutional 


(By TJnlt.id Eress) 


"Washington, Feb. 27.—The wom- 


an's suffrage amendment to, the fed- 
eral constitution was declared lega; 
by the supreme court today. 
The 


affirmative .-judgment of the supreme 
court ruled that the 19lh amendment 
giving women equal rights with men 
to cast votes, will not conflict with 
Article 5 of the constitution. 


The attack upon the amendment 


was made in Maryland where 
the 


state legislature 
refused to ratify 


the suffrage amendment and \passed 
a resolution challenging its constitu- 
tionality. 


The decision was the first time the 


upreme court upheld the constitu- 
.ioiiality of the suffrage law.

AFFECTS INTRASTATE RATES 


(By United Press) 


Washington, 
Feb. 27.—Increased 


intrastate railroad rates put into ef- 
fect in all states by the interstate 
commerce 
commission during the 


last nine months were upheld .by the 
supreme court here today. 


The intrastate rates ware read by 


Chief Justice Taft and was consid- 
ered the most important step taken 
in the last decade. The court de- 
lared constittitidnal 
part 
of the 


Esch-Cummins law which gave the 
interstate commerce commission vir- 
tually 
complete control of the in- 


trastate as well as the interstate 
rates. 


Its prodvisions of the law was at- 


tacked by 43 states who claim that 
Their soverign rights was invaded by 
the statutes and that congress had 
no authority to give complete con- 
trol of the intrastate rates,'but only 
as interstate matter. 


The first attack against the Esch 


Cummins law to reach the supreme 
court, was brought by the Wisconsin 
state railroad commission against 
the Burlington road to enjoin the 
charges of higher rate. Railroads oi 
the country joined with the federa 
commission in its defense of the law. 


The intrastate rates increased in 


August 1920 and declared valid to- 
day were: 


Passenger fares, except baggage 


20 percent; surcharge on pullman, 5( 
percent; freight in eastern states 4( 
percent; western 35 percent; 
the 


mountain and Pacific coas,t 30 per- 
cent; southern 25 percent'.

INCREASE OF BETTER SIRES 


During Last^ Quarter of Year Many 


Persons Have Done Away With 
j 


v Scrubs and Grades. 


(Prepared *y the United States Department 


of Agriculture.) 


.The .".Better. Sires—Better Stock" 


campaign, inaugurated" by the United 
Stated Department of 'Agriculture in 
the anttmm of 1919 to stimulate the 
replacement 'of low-class breeding ani- 
mals with purebred sires and improved 
females, has gone ahead with in- 
creased impetus in recent months in 
spite of depression in the farming and 
iive-sf ock business. During the last 
quarter year ending September 30, S94 
perso'ns were-enrolled as having done 
away^ with all .scrub and grade or 
crossbred .sires and having determined 
to use only purebred sires henceforth 
for all classes of stock raised. This 
shows a promising increase over the 
two preceding quarters in which 714 
and 333 persons, respectively, were 
enrolled. There was a .corresponding 
gain, in'both animals and poultry re- 
ported' by these owners, the com- 
bined total for the three months 
reaching 108,906. 


••One of the encouraging develop- 


ments of the. campaign is the 
> spread ; 


of this .improvement idea throughout 
the country. Farmers and breeders 
of all Rinds in nearly all the states 
are signing the pledge to eliminate 
poor blood in their herds" and flocks. 
The leading state in the number of j 
new members for the last three 
months was Virginia, with 2ST. Ohio 
was a good second, with 259, and ex- 
ceeded Virginia by a considerable 
margin'in the number of animals and 
poultry pledged to be bred only to 
purebred sires. Nebraska was third, 
with 153, and Kentucky fourth, with 
145. Oklahoma, the next in order, al- 
though 
having 
comparatively 
few 


signers, showed a widespread ^hterest 
with 19 new counties joining the 
ranRs. 


Belmont county, Ohio, led the coun- 


ties in tire country' te the progress 
made during the last quarter, with 54 
netpysigners. .Hardin, another Ohio 
county, -had 45, and Licking county 39.' 
Six counties in Virginia had more than 
20 each.. Three counties in Kentucky 
had' more than 25 each, and three in 
Kehriska each exceeded 20. 


In the two years that the campaign 


has been in progress 102,437 cattle 
have been listed by men who have 
signed the Better Sires—Better Stock 
pledge; also 11,829 horses, 403 asses, 
49,357 swino, 72,321 sheep, 2,789 goats, 
and 404,717 poultry have- been listed.

FILE INCOME TAX 


To Avoid Penalty Returns Must be in 


Hands of 
Collector Before 


Midnight of March 15 


ONE EXCEPTION IS NOTED 


In Case of Illness Proper Applica- 


tion Must be Made for Exten- 


sion Before Final Date 


Taxpayers have fifteen days, not 


including' Sundays, in which to file 
their income tax returns for the cal- 
endar year 1921. To avoid penalU 
the return, accompanied byl at least 
one quarter of the tax, must be in 
the hands of the collector of inter- 
nal revenue or a. deputy collector on 
or before midnight of March 15. 


Returns may lie mailed or filed in 


person at the office of the collector 
at Indianapolis, Indiana, and at the 
following 
branch 
offices: 
Terre 


Haute, Evansville, New Albany, Mun- 
cie, 
Lafayette, 'Logansport, Fort 


Wayne, South Bend and Gary. Pay- 
ment may be made by check, money 
order or in cash. If made at a branch 
ollicn, payment should be by money 
order or check, to avoid danger of 
loss in transmission to the office of 
the collector.. 


Where in exceptional cases such 


as illness or absence, a taxpayer is 
unable 1o make a return within the 
time prescribed, an extension of not 
to exceed 
thirty days may be ob- 


lained upon application to the col- 
lector. 
Such 
extensions will 
be 


Rranted only when in the judgment 
of (he collector, further 
time 
is 


needed for the making of an accur- 
ate return. Application for such ex- 
tension must be made prior to March 
35. 


The absence or illness of one or 


more officers of a corporation will 
not be accepted as 
a 
reasonable 


cause for failure to file the return, 
within the prescribed tune, unless it 
is satisfactorily shown that 
there 


were no other principal officers av- 
ailable and sufficiently informed 
as 


1o the affairs of the corporation to 
make and verify the .return. 


As a condition of granting an ex- 


tension of time for filing a return, 
the collector may require the sub- 
mission of a tentative return. Ten- 
tative returns will not be accepted 
unless liermission is obtained pre- 
vious to filing. A copy of the au- 
thority for filing the tentative re- 
turn must be attached thereto when 
filed. Where a taxpayer files a tenta- 
tive return and fails to file a com- 
plete return within the period of the 
extension requested by him, the com- 
plete return when filed is subject to 
penalties prescribed for delinqeuncy. 


If before the end of a thirty-day 


extension granted by the collector an 
accurate return cannot be made, an 
appeal for a further extension must 
be made to the Commissioner of In- 
ternal Revenue, Washington, D. C. 
'with a full recital of the causes for 
the delay. The commissioner will not 
grant an additional extension with- 
out a clear showing that a 
com- 


plete return cannot be made at the 
end of the thirty-day period. 
For 


failure to file a return on time, the 
taxpayer becomes liable to a penalty 
of not more than..$1,000 and a fur- 
ther penalty of 25 percent of 
the 


amount of tax due. unless ho later 
files are lurn and it is satisfactorily 
shown that the delinquency was due

bnge-fed pork is produced annual!; 
throughout the United States from th 
feeding of table .scraps and note 
refuse.

and satisfactory disposal of city gar 
bage. The United States Departmen 
of Agriculture points out that the 
use of municipal garbage for the .pro- 
duction of pork offers a suitable niethoc 
for disposal of these waste product 
and has permitted the repletion o 
our pork supplies at a low cost 


Garbage which is fed to hogs inns 


be .collected With reasonable frequency 
and be free from : tin cans, a soap 
broken glass, and other jmdeslrabU 
or Injurious foreign materials. It ii 
desirable always for cities to maki 
garbage collections and then dispose 
of it to individuals, associations, o 
corporations on a contract basis, un 
less the city -operates Its own hog 
feeding .farm. 
" , 


i Long-time contracts are likely to 
fee most, satisfactory tb an concerned 
besides they effect the use of a better 
class of equipment and better sanitary 
conditions. The pigs or shotes to be 
fed -may be bought as feeders or may 
be raised on the feeding farm. The 
latter method gives much more satis 
factory results. Methods of feeding 
handling, housing, and care may differ 
considerably so long as the essential? 
of sanitation and hog comfort are ob- 
served. 


Equipment for feeding should be 


adapted to the type of garbage avail 
able and to local conditions, climate 
and transportation. As a ,rule, raw 
garbage is preferable to cooked gar- 
bage for the use of hogs. In case the 
weather should be so cold that the gar- 
bage freezes, it is advisable to thaw II 
before feeding. Generally the use of 
grain as a supplementary feed for the 
garbage fe not an economical practice, 
but It must be provided when the 
supply of garbage is temporarily short. 


Hogs -which are to be1 fed-garbage 


should be immunized against cholera 
by the double or simultaneous treat- 
ment.

Pork from gar- 
bage-fed hogs is as good in quality as 
that resulting from other feeds> arid 
the average garbage-fed hogs sell ;at 
practically the same prices as ordinary 
grain-fed animals. 


The 'garbage from more than 8,000,- 


000 people ife fed to hogs In cities 
where municipal supplies of pork are 
produced from waste food products. 
If fed under suitable 'conditions this 
garbage supply is sufficient to produce 
approximately 80,000,000 pounds of 
pork a year. Generally, It takes about 
50 pounds of garbage 'to produce one 
p'mnd of marketable pork on tie hoof. 


The garbage should be collected at 


least two or three: times a weeTc In 
northern cities, while in southern cities 
daily collection should be made during 
hot -weather. 
' 


The equipment f6r feeding hogs itf- 


cludes self-feeders, trough's, or plat- 
forms, dependlng.on the kind of gar- 
bage fed. Garbage fed on platforms 
is more readily accessible to the an- 
imals. Self-feeders need constant at- 
tention to prevent clogging -wnen the 
garbage contains melonS-infls or corn- 
cobs, or in case it freezes.

BIG BENEFIT TO US 


Harvard Professor Answers Questio 


Whether Lightening Rods Ward 


Off Destruction 


MANY BOLTS ARE HARMLESS 


Conclude That Efficiency df Lighten 


ing Rods In Preventing Strokes 


Is About 90 Per Cent 


Cambridgefi Mass., Feb. 27.—Th 


much mooted question as to whet-he 
lightning rods are efficient in. ward 
ing off destruction from 
lightnin; 


bolts has been answered by Professo 
It. C. Ward of the Harvard Univer 
siiy in the affirmative as a result of 
much study- 


Professor Ward says that there is 


much needless fear of lightning, ex 
plaining that many bolts of the celes 
only strong enough to flash from om 
cloud to another. 


"A recent, investigation into tin 


value of lightening rods in protect 
ing buildings in the United States 
leads to the conclusion that the effic- 
iency of the lightening rods in pre 
venting lightening strokes is nbou 
.00 per cent," Professor Ward stated 


"Hundreds of fires in houses an" 


other buildings ;ire started every yea 
by light ening. -Nearly all of these fire? 
and a, •considerable loss of hnmai 
life, could certainly be prevented ii 
modern methods of lightning pro- 
.leftkm were generally employed. 


"Thunder storms bring us mud 


that is of benefit. To them we ow< 
much, in parts of the country—even 
most of our spring and summer rain 
fall. Without, thunder showers, our 
great staple crops east of the Hot 
mountains would never reach matur- 
ity. One good thunder shower ovei 
a. considerable area a.t a critical crop 
plage is worth hundreds of thous- 
and's of dollars to Americ-an fanners 
again show the favorable reactioi 
of suet conditions upon the price; 
of cereals aaid also railroad am 
other slocks. Thunder, showers break 
summer droughts; cleanse the dush 
air; 
refresh llie parched earth; re- 


plenish failing streams and brook 
and bring cool evenings 'and nights 
after sultry and oppressive 'days. 


"It is ill' considerable human an< 


economic importance i!iat the largei 
thunder storms are not everywhere 
equally severe. They are not a. well- 
nnilcd whole, but rather a. series of 
storms loosely connected moving a 
a. body. 


"There is much needless fear of 


lightening. Most thunder storms are 
harmless. 
Many lightning, flashes 


are loo weak to cause death. Large 
numbers of- flashes are, from cloud 
lo cloud and do 
not 
affect 
our 


safely. Between 700 and 800 persons 
are struck by lightning and killed 
each year in the United States, on 
Hie average, 
and 
probably 
fully 


twice as many are injured. 


"There are certain facts in our 


relation to lightning which are well- 
rslaUislipd: Isolated 
houses 
and 


farm'buildings in the country are 
more liable ( < > be slrnck than city 
buildings. 
Our 
modern city sky- 


scrapers with their steel frame con- 
st rucl ion arc in themselves excellent 
lightning conductors. In general, the 
nearer we are 1o the seat of elec- 
trical activity the greater the dan- 
ger. 
The risk of being struck by 


lightning is, therefore, greater 
on 


mountains up lo a certain height 
than in valleys and on lowlands.
